GO TO WASHINGTON.

Vi.ltors to the dead letter office who 


turn t bo leaves of tho immense photograph 
albums to examine tbe soldiers' pictures 


during tbe war and gaze down at 


the long table where a dozen wan are 
opening letters never realize tbe amount 
of work it takes to produce order in tbe 
baos of letters and parcels gone astray.* 
llangtd along tbe sides of tbe great room 
where tbo upuuars are and also in several 
rooms near by are the bookkeepers or re- 
corders. Their labor is seldom appreciated, 
because its results only aro seen. Without 
them it would be impossible to answer the 
many inquiries for missing mall or to lo- 
e&te auy article which ffie office has re- j 
celved. Uncle Sam's business metnods are 
; 


often criticised as intricate and laborious, 
but thu necessity of a system of records of 
this kind cannot bo doubted. 


About 15 per cent of tbe 7,000,4)00 pieces 


received yearly contain valuables. An ac- 
curate record of each article is made, giv- 
ing Its address and disposition, dtx sets of 
hooks are used for this purpose, ono for 
money, one for papers which havtwa xnon- 
oy value, as notes nnd mortgages; one for 
other valuable papers, such as receipts and 
certificates; one for stamps, one for photo- 
graphs, and one for property and miscella- 
neous articles received in packages. 


These aro all returned to tbe sender if 


tho address is given. If there is no ad- 
dress, but a.legible postmark, they are 
sent to the postmaster at the mailing office 
for delivery to tbe sender. If there da no 
address and no postmark, or if the post- 
master fails to deliver the article and re- 
turns it to the department, It is filed. 


In tho case of property the articles filed 


arc kept two years and then sold at public 
auction, excepting such books as are se- 
lected for tbe department library. Several 
hundred books are added each year to tbe 
library, -which is for the use of the officials 
and clerks exclusively. 
They" comprise 


largely works of fiction and poetry intend- 
ed for gifts. 


Tha money which catonot be returned to 


the owner is kept for three months and 
then deposited in the United States treas- 
ury. It may be reclaimed within four 
years. In these books 1 cent receives as 
much attention as $50, a receipt being 
signed by each olerk through whoso bands 
it passes. No rod tape is spared on account 
of small "valuables received. Every time 
tho department issues a fraud order against 
any swindling concern that concern is not 
allowed to receive its mail. Its letters are 
stamped "Fraudulent" and sent to the 
dead letter office. 
Thousands of dollars 


yearly are tbus.saved by the department 
and restored to tho people in money and 
stamps alone. Tbe stamps which cannot 
be delhered are destroyed each month. 


The photographs and valuable papers 


which had been kept on file were allowed 
to accumulate until tbe summer of 1S93, 
when the oldest flies were destroyed, ex- 
cepting only fauch papers as marriage cer- 
tificates, wills and others of exceptional 
value. At present only those photographs 
and papers filed •within tho last three years 
are kept intact. Tho rest are destroyed. 


Thus Uncle Sam, with Yankee practi- 


cality, utilizes everything that comes in 
his way. Ho realizes a netftlittlo sum each 
year from tho auction sale of packages, 
from the deposit of lost money and also 
from the destroyed matter sold as waste 
paper. 


In addition to these records is a book 


which gives tbe postal history of lost man- 
uscripts, whichommber about 1,000 yearly. 


There is also a record of inquiries for 


missing mail and a record of registered 
matter. 
The registered articles received 


are not distributed among the six desks 
named, but o» separate record is kept of 
them, BO thatfthese are tho largest of tba 
record boohs,, and the articles feopt on fill 
here are miscellaneous in character. 


Every month the periodicals which have 


gone astray /in the mails and reached the 
dead letter office aro distributed among 
the charitable institutions of the district. 
They are tba department missionaries that 
cheer the sick and bless tho lonely. 


It is expected that the order to postmas- 


ters In regard to the plainer stamping of 
letters will faailitate tho work of this office 
to a large degree. Postmasters aro now 
ordered to stamp each letter distinctly with 
the namo of tho mailing office. 
It some- 


times requires half a' dozen clerks with 
magnifying lens and every facility for 
"blind reading" to decipher a single post- 
mark. This kind of _ stamping is usually 
done in the smaller' offices. ' Tho -letters 
from large, cities almost always hove a 
legible postmark. When this ruling is 
enforced the percentage of matter returned 
will be increased. 


The amount of matter received at the 


dead letter office has decreased in the last 
few years. 
This Is probably duo to tho 


efficiency of the '"Don't" circulars, which 
are sent to all postmasters for the dissem- 
ination of rules of precaution to be ob- 
served by patronsj of the mails. 


This office might be called tho head- 


quarters of Santa Claus. At any rate, it 
is where bis mail is received. Every au- 
tumn his letters come in by hundreds, anil 
later by thousands. There is every \aiicty 
of spelling and childish chirography. 
Thero is also a variety of places absignotl 
as bis abiding place, such as tho noith 
pole, fairyland aud other places nofc witn- 
in reach of the postal service. - 


Bnt the littlest oiks aro not' tho only ones 


who sead indefinitely addressed letters. 
Two examples (will serve to show tbo raid 
discriminating 
powers assigned to tha 


postal employee by the public mind. 


'.'Please delrrer to a physician who is n 


native of either Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick or Prince Edward Island." 


Evidently -the area involved was too 


wide,' and the. authorities gave tip tho 
search.

The Chinese are a nation of cooks. 


There is scarcely an individual in their 
vast community u ho is not more or less 
competent to cook himself a respectable 
dinner. 


Chinese tradition points to a date eome 


thousands of years before the Christian 
era at which an inspired ruler of old first 
taught mankind tho application of fire to 
food. But, vi itbout wishing to be Irrever- 
ent, we think it desirable to confine our 
investigations to periods of greater his- 
torical certainty. 


Tho peasant sits down to dinner cooked 


by the hand of his wife or daughter-in- 
law. In large establishments the cooks 
axe invariably men. 


Half a dozen coolies will squat round a 


bucket of steaming rice aud from four to 
six small savory dishes of stewed cabbage, 
onions, scraps of fat pork, cheap fish, etc. 
They fill their bowls a discretion from the 
bucket. 
They help themselves discreetly 


with their chopsticks from the various rel- 
ishes provided. 


On ordinary occasions even a wealthy 


Chinaman will sit down to some such sim- 
ple fare, served indeed on a table instead 
of on the ground, but in almost equally 
simple style. It is only when a banquet is 
substituted for the usual meal that eating 
is treated seriously as a fine art, in a man- 
ner worthy its importance to the human 
race. Then the guests will assemble be- 
tween 2 and 4 p. m. and will remain 
steadily at the table until any hour from 
10 p. m. to midnight. Pipes are lighted 
between the courses, and a whiS or two of 
light tobacco smoke is inhaled 1nto the 
lungs, while within easy reach of tho ta- 
ble, if tho festivity is at oil on a grand 
scale, the deafening noise of a theatrical 
perfonnancB continues almost without In- 
termission.—New York Ledger.

Dnrint TMr EicitiBE Beteat To Tien Tsin Tiej fere Set 


rial Trow, As Well As By The Boxers. 


LOSDON, June 30, 2.00 A. M.—The ad- 


ventures of tho foreign force under Ad 
miral Seymour—the bard fighting of 
the allies, their advance as far as Ant- 
ing, twelve miles from Pokin, the do- 
cision to retreat, tho capture of large 
quantities of rice and modern ammuni- 
tion, which enabled them to make a 
strenuous defence —are all told in a 
despatch from Adnriral Seymour re- 
ceived by the British admiralty toduy. 
It is m follows: 


TIEN TSIN, June 27, VIA CHEE-FOO, 


June 29.—T have returned to Tien Tain, 
being unable to reach Pekin by the 
railrodd. 
Oa the 13th, two attacks 


were made by the Boxers upon our ad- 
vance guard, but they were repulsed 
with considerable loss—our casualties 
none On the 14th, a tram at Lan Yang 
was attacked, the enemy being driven 
off with a loss of 100 killed. Five 
Italians of our force were killed. On 
the earno afternoon, the British rear 
guard at Lofa was attacked. The eno 
my had 100 killed—onr loss two wound- 
ed. We moved to Anting, and on the 
13th and 14th killed 175 of the Boxers 
—no losses on oar side. The extensive 
destruction of the railroad in our front 
prevented farther advance and on tho 
16th -sro retreated to Yang Tsun, where 
it was proposed to organize an ad- 
vance by the river to Pekin, After the 
departure of two trains on the 18th, 
we were attacked by tho Boxers and 
Imperial troops, who were beaten back 
with a loss of from 400 to 500 killed 
and wounded. Oar casualties were six 
killed and forty-eight wounded. 
At 


Yang Tsun, we found the railroad de 
molished. As our force was hampered 
by a larfe number of wounded and the 
lack of .revisions, it was decided to 
return to Tien Tsin, with which I had 
had no communication for six days. 
Our march along the river was opposed 
about all the way, the Boxers resisting 
us at every village and when diiven out 
of one, retiring to the next, where they 
occupied select positions. On the 23d, 
while we were making a night march, 
tho Imperial troops opened a heavy fire 
upon us, on tho river bank. Their at- 
tack was chocked in front by rifle fire, 
while their flank was turned by bailors 
and marines under Major Johnson, who 
carried the position and seized the 
guns. 
Tho German soldiers silenced 


two guns further down tho river, then 
crossed and captured them. The nr 
rnory was next occupied. The attempts 
to retake it on the next day were un- 
successful 
Largo quantities of guns, 


arms and ammunition of tho latest kind 
wore seized and some of the guns were 
turned in our defence. With this am 
munition and the rice secured, I could 
have held out for some days, bat, being 
hampered by the wounded, I sent to 
Tien Tain for relief, which arrived on 
the morning of the 25th. The armory 
was evacuated and we reached Tien 
Tsin on the 26th. The armory was 
burned. Casualties up to date: Brit- 
ish, twenty-seven killed, seventy five 
wounded; Americans, four killed, twen- 
ty-five wounded; French, one killed, 
ten wounded; Germans, twelve killed, 
sixty-two wounded; Italians, five killed, 
three wounded; Japaneee, two killed, 
three wounded; Austrians, one killed, 
one wounded; Kassians, ten killed, 
twenty-seven wounded.

Early last 
week, the navy department instructed 
Admiral Kemey to send this vessel from 
Hong K.ong to Taku. Capt. Wilde is in 
command of her. She left Hong Kong 
on Saturday night, two days ahead of 
her expected time. Besides her regular 
crew, she carries 16i marines and sailors 
brought to Hong Kong from Manila by 
the Zafiro. The distance the Oregon 
had to travel is 1500 miles and in all 
probability she is nov near Che-Foo, if 
she kept up to her record speed.

Food In an Egyptian Tillnge. 


"An Artist Among tho Fclhihoon'* is 


tho title of an article In Tho Century, 
written and illustrated by R. Tulbut Kully, 
tho English artist.'

Wo rise early, and-u cup of ooffou is always 
offered, sometimes accompanied by a piece 
of bread or n small cuke mudo of flour 
mixed with honey or oil. Sanmwhuru 
about midday, if \vu ure vt ithin reach, sonio 
light tood, such as boile.d oggs, bread and 
ccffeo Is sent tons. In many tnsos tho 
eggs nro boiled hard, shcllod and served in 
a largo howl of oil, and tho inoal bus thu 
added interest of tho endeavor to catch tho 
slippery morsels as they bob about in tho 
liquid. 


Tho taste for oil or senina (clarified 


buttcrj is one that must bo acquired. 
Both arc frequently more tit less rancid 
and aro liberally mixc'' with almost ovcry- 
thing you cat. At night from 0 to 8 p. in. 


| tho only real moul of fcho day is prepared. 


It is almost always tho sumo. This con- 
sists of a littlo very greasy noup, to which 
is addod semnn, stowed or boilod mutton 
or goat's flesh on a pyramid ot rice, and 
tho ceremonial dish of rix b'll laban (boiled 
rice and milk). This last is alvvn;rs good, 
and in most; cases is thoonly thing eatable. 
Pigeons and turkeys form n pleasant vari- 
ety whon offered, but few hosts givu olio 
tho choice, n "lamb or kid of tho Hock" 
being considered n moro "honorable." dish 
and demanded by one's position.
